REGULATIONS. 


PRINCIPAL. 

1.  The  principal  shall  have  a  general  supervison  over  all  departments  of  the 
school,  and  shall  visit  them  as  often  as  his  other  duties  will  permit,  noting  the 
progress  made  by  the  pupils. 

2.  He  shall  have  power  to  call  meetings  of  the  teachers  for  the  purpose 
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of  discussing  methods  for  obtaining  good  results  in  school  work. 

3.  He  shall  hold  such  test  examinations  during  the  year,  as  he  deems 
best.  He  shall  also  examine  pupils  applying  for  admission  to  the  schools. 

4.  He  shall,  in  case  of  the  temporary  absence  of  any  teacher,  appoint  a 

substitute.  ^ 

5.  He  shall,  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Board,  outline  the  course  of 
study  and  prescribe  the  text-books  to  be  used  in  the  schools. 

6.  He  shall  make  such  rules  for  the  government  of  the  schools  as  occasion 
requires. 

TEACHERS. 

1.  Teachers  shall  strive  to  gain  regularity  and  punctuality  of  attendance 
on  the  part  of  the  pupils  in  their  respective  departments. 

2.  They  shall  report  all  gross  disobedience  or  disrespect  of  the  pupils  to 
the  Principal. 

3.  They  slrtill  attend  all  meetings  called  by  the  Principal  for  the  purpose 
of  consultation  in  regard  to  school  work. 

4.  They  shall  be  in  their  respective  rooms  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before 
the  opening  of  each  session  of  school. 

5.  They  shall  give  their  attention  during  intermissions  to  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  order  in  the  halls. 

6.  They  may  require  written  excuses  from  parents  of  pupils  for  absence 
or  tardiness. 

PUPILS. 

1.  Pupils  are  expected  to  attend  school  as  regularly  and  punctually  as 
possible,  and  be  diligent  in  study.  They  shall  obey  promptly  all  commands 
of  their  teachers,  and  be  courteous  in  their  treatment  of  both  teachers  and 
mates. 

2.  They  shall  bring  written  excuses  from  their  parents  or  guardians  for 
absence  or  tardiness  when  so  requested  by  their  teacher. 

3.  Pupils  are  required  to  take  the  regular  examinations,  unless  excused 
by  the  Principal.  Failure  to  take  such  examinations,  or  continued  poor  work 
in  daily  recitations,  will  be  sufficient  cause  to  degrade  a  pupil. 

4.  Pupils  shall  not  leave  school  during  school  hours  without  permission 
from  their  teacher. 

5.  They  shall  not  loiter  in  the  halls,  nor  pass  to  other  rooms  without  per¬ 
mission  from  their  teacher. 

6.  They  shall  not  deface  in  any  way  any  school  property.  Any  damage 
to  such  property  must  be  made  good  by  the  pupil  who  is  responsible  for  it. 

JANITOR. 

1.  The  Janitor  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Principal,  and  snail 
have  the  care  of  the  school-building  and  grounds.  He  shall  attend  to  the 
sweeping,  dusting  and  heating  of  the  rooms. 

2.  He  shall  have  power  to  stop  disorder  in  the  halls  or  on  the  school- 
grounds,  and  shall  report  all  disorderly  pupils  to  the  Principal.
